the  president  of  Emerson  Col  lege 

Zacharis'  appointment  came  as 
a relief  to  many  active  members  of 
college  constituencies,  who  feared 
a negative  vote  would  further 
damage  the  college,  already  fi- 
nancially troubled  and  lacking  in 
stability.

Dimmer  was  on  the  telephone 
with  Treasurer  Neal  Roscoc,  who 
wasworkingat  the  Ames  Building 
“I  can  hear  screams  |of  happiness] 
in  the  background,"  Dinrznersaid 

Lit  Ahl,  SC3A  vice  president, 
complained,  “1  had  the  worst 
day  1 kept  waking  up  and 
thinking,  what  nme  is  it?  Is  it 
over’’  ” 

One  floor  above  the  Student 
Government  office,  Eileen  Dalpc, 
senior  secretary  at  Student  Life, 
was  grinning  “I  dreamed  about 
this  last  night."  Ron  Ludman, dean 
of  students,  agreed  that  "It’s  a good 
day  at  Emerson  College  ’’ 

The  vote  ends  a long  period  of 


contention  3nd  uncertainty  which 
began  June  28,  when  Zacharis  and 
the  alternate  choice  in  the  presi 
dential  search  were  rejected.  On 
July  17,  Kenneth  J Mcliraith  was 
appointed  interim  president, 
leading  faculty,  alumni  and  stu- 
dent leaders  to  conduct  a three- 
month  battle  against  the  board's 
actions.

overhauling  of  the  board’s  mem 
bership  and  procedures  The* 
recommendations  were  voted  oi 
by  the  Executive  Committee  o 
the  board  Sept.  24,  which  passe* 
the  recommendation  conceminj 
Zacharis  and  tabled  the  others.

Robert  Wheeler’s  language  in

so  well-etched  as  to  make  the  poem 
endlessly  readable.  Honestly,  af- 
ter having  read  it  several  rimes, 
meaning  seems  to  itch  around  the 
poem,  making  the  words  impor- 
tant enough  to  read  — but  what 
the  poem  is  "about"  is  hard  to  say.

Student  arrested  in 
brawl  at  Theta  party

OnSat.Nov  10.  two  unrelated 
fights  hmkc  out  at  an  off-campus 
Alpha  Pi  Theta  party,  leading  to 
the  arrest  of  an  Emerson  student 
Public  Safety  and  the  Boston  and 
MctTO  police  all  arrived  at  the 
scene 

Metro  police  arrived  first,  and 
Public  Safety  arrived  at  12  10a  m 
"Wc  monitored  the  Boston  Police 
on  scanner  and  heard  that  several 
units  had  been  sent  to  1 109 
Boylston  St  for  a large  fight  in 
front,"  Avsisrant  Director  of  Public 
Safety  Mike  Webster  said 

Emerson  student  Cass 
Savini,19,  was  arrested  by  the 
Metro  police  for  disorderly  con- 
duct, the  only  formal  charge  re- 
sulting from  rhe  event 

The  fight  stemmed  from  a 
verbal  altercation  occurring  inside 
with  the  out-of-state  friend  of 
another  student  "I  went  up  to  a 


guylrecogniredrSavinisaid  "His 
friend  was  being  rude  and  kept 
trying  to  start  with  me  " 

Savini  said  that  person,  who 
was  not  an  Emerson  student , “kept 
telling  me  he  was  going  to  stab 
me;  cut  me  open  " Public  Safety 
officers  said  no  weapons  were  in- 
volved The  person  was  later 
kicked  out  of  the  party  for  going  ro 
the  bathroom  in  the  hallway,  and 
was  told  that  he  was  not  welcome 
back. 

In  his  third  confrontation  with 
the  person,  Savini  and  the  other 
person  began  to  fight  He  said,  "a 
few  punches  were  thrown,  but 
then  it  just  got  completely  out  of 
hand  " 

Webster  said  about  70  to  80 
people  joined  the  fight,  pushing

"The  next  thing  I know,  I was 
in  a headlock  and  he  put  his  arm 
over  my  mouth  so  I couldn’t  say 
anything,’’  Goldwater  said.

When  one  of  the  men  holding

Eighteen  adventurous  residents 
ofthel32dormhiked2.2  miles  up 
Mt.  Monadnock  in  Jaffrey,  New

War  Tom 

Reaction  to  Operation 
Desert  Storm  shows  distress 
and  indecision 

Despite  the  fact  that  90  percent  of  the  50  students  interviewed  S3id  they  were 
well-informed  about  the  war,  it  is  hard  to  tell  where  conversations  about  war  are 
going  Students  with  everything  else  in  common  do  not  agree  on  Operation  Desert 
Storm  In  3n  opinion  poll,  many  students  med  to  find  out  what  their  previously 
interviewed  peers  had  said  Some  who  tilled  out  a printed  questionnaire  covered 
it  like  a high  school  math  test 

"My  reeling  about  the  U S and  the  U N forces  is  neutral,”  Joel  Davidson,  an 
Emerson  senior,  said  "It  may  seem  ambivalent  and  insensitive  but  war  is  beyond 
control  i r this  time. "Though  most  students  did  not  rake  this  uncommirted  stance. 


with  50  percent  surveyed  opposed  and  34  percent  supportive  of  the  war,  almost  all 
the  interviewees  expressed  3 degree  of  uncertainty  in  their  opinion.  Sacha 
Sommer,  a sophomore,  said  he  supports  U S.  involvement  and  interests  in  the 
Gulf  because  Hussein  “is  a threat  to  the  world."  However,  he  ended  his  comments 
with,  "whatever  I say  nght  now  won’t  make  the  least  bit  of  difference." 

The  factors  that  influence  most  students'  opinion  on  the  war  turn  out  to  be 
fairly  basic.  It  is  a matter  of  weighing  fear  and  dismist  of  Hussein  against  the 
apparent  incompleteness  of  the  news  and  distrust  of  U S.  motives.  Srudents  like 
Sommer  support  Operation  Desert  Storm  because  they  see  the  possibilities  of 
disaster  Hussein  could  cause  if  he  is  not  stopped,  regardless  of  U.N.  diplomacy. 
Other  students,  however,  place  more  importance  on  the  regular  people  and  the 
honesty  involved.  Leslie  OrTell,  a sophomore,  said,  “We  have  ignored  much  j 
greater  strife  and  more  brutal  slaughters  when  fossil  fuels  were  not  involved." 

Oil  is  one  facet  of  the  conflict  that  everyone  agrees  upon.  Whether  supportive 
or  not,  70  percent  of  the  interviewees  mentioned  oil  regardless  of  the  president’s 
assurance  that  this  war  is  about  Hussein’s  transgressions  and  not  fuel.  Only  one  | 
student  voiced  his  belief  in  Bush’s  standpoint. 

Another  thing  that  students,  especially  male  students,  agreed  upon  regardless 
of  assurances  was  the  draft.  The  potential  is  there  as  long  as  the  war  continues,  and 
even  students  who  would  go  without  question  know  how  it  will  change  everyone’s 
lives  if  a draft  is  imposed.  "I  am  anticipating  a draft,"  said  Eli  Glasser,  sophomore. 

“I  am  very  pessimistic  about  what  would  happen  with  me  chen." 

Distress  and  indecision  arc  the  main  emotions  here  at  Emerson.  It  must  be 
noted,  however,  that  in  the  spint  of  Emerson  there  are  those  students  who  are 
completely  confident  in  their  stand.  Freshman  Jordi  Oakland  said  the  only  thing 
in  the  way  of  a peaceful  solution  is  “the  egos  of  two  infantile  men."  She  plans  to 
boycott  her  taxes  this  year  and  is  "willing  to  be  arrested  for  protesting." 

Ann-war  scnnmencs  are  not  the  only  strong  emonons  that  turn  up.  In  an 
example  of  completely  unambiguous  communication,  one  student  said,  "I  support 
our  involvement  in  the  war  100  percent.  1 think  we  should  nuke  (Hussein)  3nd  his 
raghead  hordes  and  rum  the  desert  into  a sheet  of  glass.  He  had  fair  warning,  and 
that  wav  none  of  our  bovs  would  needlessly  die."

By  now,  most  of  you  arc  well  aware  that  begin- 
ning Friday  morning,  October  12,  the  Health 
Services  Clinic  began  to  receive  reports  of  stu- 
dents afflicted  to  varying  degrees  with  symptoms 
of  gastroenteritis,  including  nausea,  vomiting, 
diarrhea,  ami  dehydration 

Approximately  80  students  living  in  the 
Charlcsgatc  and  Fensgate  residence  halls  reported 
to  the  clinic  on  Friday  Fifteen  of  these  students 
were  transferred  to  either  the  Deaconess  or  Beth 
Israel  hospitals  for  treatment  and  released  The 
number  of  new  srudents  reporting  symptoms  has 
declined  with  each  passing  day,  and  no  new  cases 
were  reported  on  Tuesday,  October  16 

When  the  outbreak  of  illness  occurred  the 
College  began  a series  of  tests  in  conjunction 
with  the  Boston  Water  and  Sewers  Commission 
and  the  Boston  Public  Health  [department  in  an 
effort  to  isolate  the  cause  Blood  and  stool  samples 
were  taken  from  the  ill  students,  and  water  samples 
were  taken  from  both  buildings.  We  anticipate 
the  results  of  the  stool  samples  collected  by  the 
Deaconess  Hospital  and  the  Boston  Public  Health 
IVpartmcnt  to  be  completed  on  Monday,  Octo- 
ber 22  The  viral  studies  on  the  blood  specimens 
will  rake  approximately  four  weeks  As  more 
information  regarding  these  studies  becomes 
available,  it  will  be  passed  along  to  you 

On  Saturday,  October  I 3 the  Boston  Public 
Health  Department  alsoconducted  a walk  through 
and  full  food  inspection  of  the  Fensgate  dining 
ball  facility  Ihc  dining  ball  received  a superior 
rating 

A series  of  tap  water  tests  in  both  residence 
balls  were  performed  over  the  weekend  Monday’s 
results  showed  no  contamination  or  were  incon- 
clusive in  determining  a cause  for  infection  On 
Monday  evening,  October  15  the  College  was 
notified  by  the  Boston  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment that  based  on  these  analyses,  die  Oiarlcsgatc 
and  Fensgate  residents  and  diners  need  no  longer 
be  concerned  about  tap  water  Subsequently,  as 
an  additional  precaution  Food  Services  performed 
otbeT  water  tests  which  revealed  on  Wednesday, 
October  17,  evidence  of  bacteria  from  one  of  the 
water  sources  located  in  the  kitchen 

Although  there  is  noevldcncc  at  this  rime  that 
this  finding  caused  the  outbreak  of  illness,  all 
kitchen  raps  will  remain  out  of  service  as  they 
have  been  since  last  Friday  night  Additional 
testing  will  continue  in  cooperation  with  the 
Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Commission  and  the 


Boston  Public  Health  Department  The  Fensgate 
dining  ball  has  been  using  rinly  bottled  water  for 
food  and  beverage  preparation  since  last  Friday, 
and  will  continue  to  do  so  until  further  notice 
Hie  Boston  Public  Health  Department  has 
informed  us  that  it  docs  not  see  a problem  with 
contamination  of  the  water  supply  of  the  Fensgate 
residence  ball  at  this  time.  Nonetheless,  as  an 
added  precautionary  measure,  the  College  rec- 
ommends that  all  residents  of  die  building  con- 
tinue to  use  only  bottled  water  for  drinking  and 
brushing  teeth  "Die  College  will  continue  to 
provide  bottles!  water  for  Fensgate  residents 
Health  Services  recommends  that  students, 
faculty  and  staff  exercise  good  personal  hygiene, 
including  the  washing  of  hands  and  not  sharing 
food  or  utensils  to  avoid  the  possibility  of  spread- 
ing the  illness  person  to  person 

An  unrelated  event  also  occurred  during  the 
weekend  On  Sunday  morning, October  14,  heavy 
rains  from  Tropical  Storm  Lili  caused  water  to 
build  up  on  the  Marlborough  Street  side  of  the 
roof  of  the  Oiarlcsgatc  residence  hall . The  water 
leaked  into  the  building,  shorting  out  the  fire 
alarm  system  and  setting  It  off  at  5 00  a m. 

The  building  was  evacuated  and  the  fire  alarm 
and  electrical  systems  were  inspected  By  10  00 
a m , all  but  ten  students  were  able  to  return  to 
their  rooms.  Those  students  were  temporarily 
relocated  to  other  on-campus  housing  due  to 
water  damage  to  their  rooms  Of  the  six  students 
who  still  remain  in  temporary  locations,  it  is 
anticipated  that  two  of  the  students  will  he  back 
in  their  room  by  Thursday,  October  18  The  rugs 
in  the  two  other  water  damaged  rooms  arc  still 
quite  wctandwill  require  several  more  days  todry 
out. 

Finally,  as  I indicated  this  past  Friday  night  to 
an  assembled  group  of  students  at  Charlcsgatc, 
Emerson's  first  commitment  is  to  the  health  and 
safety  of  its  students.  Likewise,  I want  to  again 
commend  Health  Services,  Facility  Management, 
Food  Services,  Public  Safety  and  most  especially 
the  Resident  Assistants,  Resident  Directors, 
Student  Escort  Service  and  students  for  their 
cooperation,  patience  and  unity.

He 
said  the  issue  of  a stipend  had 
come  up  before,  but  he  docs  not 
recall  how  the  issue  came  up  last 
summer  or  what  was  said. 

“It  was  my  understanding  that 
this  was  something  that  the  stu- 
dent association  (SGA)  was  in- 
volved with,  and  it  was  also  my 
understanding  the  advisor  was 
involved  in  this,"  Ludman  said. 

Zachans  was  rold  about  the 
stipend  before  it  was  issued  and 
approved  of  the  idea,  Dintzner 
said,  but  was  so  busy  he  might  not 
remember  the  conversation. 

Dintzner  said  after  calculanng
